8* In connection with these reported pr<m>ouneemente by Stevene, 
source added that it had not betm possible, so far, to confirm the 
presence in Rome of Colonel Stevens (an Qiglish colonel bom in Maples, 
fasKMis for war-time BBC broadeasta to Italy). The field, on the other 
hand, believes the person In question may be an Albanian-bom naturelised 
D* S* eitlsan, Anthony Stevens, enjoyed daring the 1920* s as a clerk 
and cowier of the U. S. Legation In Tirana, idio worked for tho OSS 
during World war n, and is now a minor mqiloyee of tho V* S* Rhbasay 
in Rome* The field states that ha has no claim to the title of *Ck>l<mel", 
but adds that it is possible that he serves aa a pipo-line to the Idbassy 
fw Albanians wishing to immigrate to the United States* According to 
soureo, "Colonel Stevens" has bean advising such persons to wait awhile, 
since it will 8oc»i be possible for them to return to their own eeuatry* 
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
